Bids on 200 parking meters which 
council asked last m onth to give the 
device a six-m onth trial here will 
be opened, but there Is slight prob­ 
ability that council will act finally 
in the

Monday night, 
Councilman Clyde D. Berger, chair­ 
m an of the safety committee th at 
has favored the meters, stated F ri­ 
day evening that action on the pur­ 
chase of the meters will not be taken 
Monday. 
He said that considerable 
time will be required to study the 
bids and examine the machines of­ 
fered by the various companies. 
He 
hinted at the possibility of a special 
meeting later in the m onth to decide 
on the purchase. 
To Open Ugite Bids 
Postponement of final action on 
the purchase of the meters was ad­ 
vocated by the Gettysburg Chamber 
of Commerce at a meeting last week 
and Burgess C A. Heiges has said 
he is not in favor of awarding con­ 
tracts on Monday evening for the 
placing of the parking regulators 
Councilman Berger re-stated his 
enthusiasm for the meters and de­ 
clared; “As soon as anyone gives me 
two good reasons why Gettysburg 
shouldn't have parking meters, I ’m 
ready to vote against them .” 
Another set of bids will be opened 
Monday evening -those 
that: have 
been asked for the furnishing of 10,- 
000 gallons, more or less, of Ugite 
or its equivalent for street repair 
work in the town this season. 
The third ward vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Alfred R LeVan 
two m onths ago remains to be filled 
since Frank B. DeardorfT, elected 
last month, refused the seat.

Utilities Get Bequests 
Some report may be heard from 
the utilities’ committee on a demand 
sent to the M etropolitan Edison com­ 
pany for free current for street and 
ornam ental lighting and a request 
to the Gettysburg W ater company 
for free fire hydrant service.

proceedings. Councilman C W. Ep- 
ley, who launched the move for free 
borough service, was authorized to 
work with the utilities committee in 
the m atter.

Adams county women have joined 
in the war against cancer that was 
launched Friday by the Women’s 
Field Army of the American Society 
for the control of cancer. A similar 
drive was conducted about a year 
ago and at that time the county 
division of the field army exceeded 
the quota set for this section in a 
week’s drive. 
This year an increased quota has 
been set and the entire m onth of 
April set aside for the campaign 
which is being conducted under the 
slogan 
“Early cancer is curable. 
Fight cancer with knowledge .” 
The local movement is directly 
under the sponsorship of the Adams 
County 
Federation 
of 
W omen’s 
clubs consisting of the Gettysburg 
M others’ club, the W omen’s Com­ 
munity club of Littlestown and the 
Trilogy club of Biglerville. 
Asso­ 
ciated with the county federation in 
the campaign are various organiza­ 
tions, including the Acorn club, the 
Women’s Auxiliary of the American 
Legion, the Order of the Eastern 
Star, Over the Teacups, Mary Get- 
tys Rebekah lodge and others. 
Containers Placed for Donations 
Containers for the receipt of con­ 
tributions to be used in meeting the 
larger quota have been placed in 
centrally-located business places in 
the town. 
Letters have been ad­ 
dressed to pastors, to medical men 
and other prominent men and wom­ 
en of the community asking their 
support and cooperation.

Ralph Z. Oyler again has 
been named captain of the Adams 
county unit of the field army with 
lieutenants serving under her in 
county towns and rural sections.

With m arket attendance by both 
hucksters and buyers on the increase 
and 
spring 
offerings 
filling 
the 
stands, announcem ent was made to­ 
day by Danner Peters, president of 
the m arketm en’s association, th at 
Tuesday morning m arkets will be re­ 
sumed on April 19. Thursday m orn­ 
ing sessions will not be started until 
the berry season arrives, he said 
During the whiter months hucksters 
appeared only on Saturdays. 
T hat the spring planting season 
is here was plainly demonstrated at 
this m orning’s session of market, 
where a considerable assortm ent of 
plants, roots, bulbs, vines and young 
fruit trees were being offered. 
Hyacinths, jonquils, bluebells and 
forsythia 
brightened 
the 
market 
house this morning. They were of­ 
fered in larger quantities than at 
any previous session this year. 
Large bunches of forsythia sold 
for IO cents. Jonquils were IO cents 
a bunch or three bunches for 25 
cents. 
Bluebells were five cents a 
bunch and blooming stalks of hya­ 
cinths sold for 15 and 25 cents a pot 
Pussy willow's could be had at IO 
cents a bunch. 
Gladiola bulbs of assorted varieties 
were priced at 30 cents a dozen. 
W ater lily roots brought from 50 
cents to $1. depending upon the size 
of the root and color of the promised 
bloom. 
Forsythia stalks could be 
had for IO cents each and small 
snowball bushes were offered at 25 
cents each. Larkspur plants were IO 
cents a dozen and canterbury bell 
stalks sold for five cents each or six 
for 25 cents. 
Twelve-inch 
boxwoods were of­ 
fered at 50 cents each and an as­ 
sortm ent of young peach, apple 
apricot and pear trees and grape 
vines were on sale at IO and 15 cents 
each. 
Staple winter offerings continued 
in 
good supply 
at generally 
un­ 
changed prices. 
Potatoes were 90 
cents and $1 a bushel. Sweet pota­ 
toes were IO and 15 cents a box and 
20 cents a quarter peck. 
Eggs were 
20 cents at most stalls. Apples con­ 
tinued at prices that have been un­ 
changed for weeks. 
Pork continued to be a popular of­ 
fering. 
There were no changes in 
the prices. 
Dressed chickens sold 
for 35 and 40 cents a pound 
Other winter vegetables w'ere on 
sale. 
Red beets and pickled eggs 
were 35 cents a dozen. 
Dandelion was plentiful at five 
and eight cents a quart box and 15 
cents a quarter peck. 
W ater cress 
was on sale at many stands at five 
cents a box. 
Thirty stalls were occupied this 
morning as several hucksters 
re­ 
turned to their regular places after 
being absent during the last 
two 
months.

On Monday m orning four men in 
the employ of the recreation division 
of the W. P. A will begin w'ork on 
an eight-acre property which was 
acquired some time ago by the Ab­ 
bottstown school board. The plot is 
near the Abbottstown post office. 
Leslie Reinecker will be in charge 
of the workers and general super­ 
vision and m aterials will bf' supplied 
by a committee of Abbottstown resi­ 
dents. 
Tennis courts, soft and baseball 
diamonds, horseshoe pitching pits, 
bleachers and backstops will tx1 con­ 
structed on the plot that is to l>e 
converted into a playground. 


Spray letters mailed Friday from 
the office of M. T. Hartman, county 
farm agent, In the court house, no­ 
tified apple growers to start spray­ 
ing immediately on varieties mast 
advanced in bud development 
for 
control of San Jose scale, green and 
rosy aphids, case bearers, bud moths, 
tent caterpillars, and to prevent ap­ 
ple scab infection. 
The application 
. is known as the "delayed dorm ant” 
; spray. 
The letter calls for a mixture of 
lime and sulphur, lead arsenate and 
in some cases nicotine, d e lu d in g 
upon whether a dorm ant spray was 
applied and the type of m aterial used 
in it. 
A coarse driving spray is recom­ 
mended 
and the orchardists 
are 
warned to spray inside and outside 
of the trees and cover the tops of 
the trees and the tips of the branch­ 
es. 
The county agent, reporting 
on 
disease and insect conditions, states 
that aphid eggs have hatched rap­ 
idly and that green and grain aphids 
are very abundant. Rosy aphids are 
present in sufficient numbers to cause 
trouble if they are not properly eon- 
trolled, he stated 
Tent caterpillars 
are also hatching rapidly and bud 
moths have been found in a few or­ 
chards, although there is no general 
infestation of that pest 
Scab spore* 
are shooting and lime sulphur is 
necessary to prevent early infection, 
the letter states 
The same communication to fruit 
growers carries with it a letter ad­ 
dressed to peach growers concerning 
brown rot and Its control. 
It is 
urged that the mummied peaches be 
removed from the peach limbs be­ 
fore new blossoms open and shal­ 
low cultivation is recommended foe 
peach orchards as a brown rot con­ 
trol measure. 
Where cultivation ie 
not practical because of cover Clops 
or the danger of serious erosion.

best materials, he says, are lime and 
sulphur or New Jersey dry mix.

TWO LOCAL MEN 
FACE CHECK COUNTS

SAYS RAILROAD 
LOANSNEEDEDTO 
SPUR RECOVERY 


W ashington. April 2 
(AP)—Ad­ 
m inistration leaders discussed today 
a proposal to make “em ployment” 
loans to selected railroads to spur 
industrial 
production 
and 
meet 
tem porarily the rail finance problem. 
Senator Schwellcnbach (D-W ash), 
who advanced the suggestion, said 
he believed government money m ight 
be used more profitably on railroads 
than any other field to promote re ­ 
covery. 
Senator W agner <D-NY> agreed. 
He said the replacements, repairs 
and im provem ents in all heavy in ­ 
dustries now were lagging $5,000,- 
000.(XX) a year behind previous peaks. 
Schwellenbach estimated $1,000,- 
000,000 m ight be required to finance 
such a railroad improvement pro­ 
gram. 
He said it should be under­ 
taken only m conjunction with a 
congressional pledge for a thorough 
study of the railroads' threatened 
bankruptcy aimed at finding a per­ 
m anent solution by some definite 
date. 
Sehwellenbach's proposal was sim ­ 
ple in term s but far-reaching in im ­ 
port.

IT ’S ODD 


B ut It's Science 


I Hr The Associated Pre**) 


Los Angeles (AF*—-Folks who talk 
too loud now have another scientific 
reason for modulating their voices. 
A loud sound seems to the hum an 
ear to last just twice as long as it 
really does. 
Experiments proving 
this are reported by Dr Vern O. 
Knudsen, of the University cl Cali­ 
fornia at Los Angeles. 
W ith the aid of electrical instru­ 
ments in the laboratory it was shown 
th a t the ear sometimes responds to 
sounds of short duration in an un­ 
expected manner. 
“A tone,” Dr 
Knudsen reports, 
“having a loudness level of 80 deci­ 
bels and sounding for tw o-tenths of 
a second produces approximately the 
same sensation of ‘apparent dura­ 
tion’ as does a tone having a loud­ 
ness level of 40 decibels but sound­ 
ing for four-tenths of a second."

(Continued from last Saturday) 
D Y the year 1900. interest in the 
possibilities of the ‘ horseless 
carriage" had been quite generally I 
aroused, and an unknown number i 
of tinkers were beginning to experi­ 
m ent with it.
